morning. It' was reported at Colorado 
headquarters that Pritchard and Senator 
Hansbrough of North Dakota had sought a 
conference with Hanna to plead for a strad- 
dle on the money question, and that Hanna 
had turned them down hard. 
When Gen. Charles H. Grosvenor was 
asked about this he said: “Senator Pritch- 
ard went in to see Mr. Hanna and ask for 
a place to sleep to-night. He said nothing 
about the platform.

Wyckoff Is President of the Bank of 
New Amsterdam at New York—

NEW YORK, June 15.—George H. Wy- 
ckoff, President of the Bank of New Am- 
sterdam, was shot twice in the abdomen 
and side this afternoon while in his private 
office in the bank by a man named Clarence 
Clark, Clark demanded money and meeting 
with a refusal fired the shots and then 
turned the pistol on himself.

Heavy Work Done by the Committee 
in Seating Delegations to Suit 
the McKinley Management. 


The Republican National Committee has 
under consideration to-day the resolution 
offered by Mr. Payne of Wisconsin provid- 
ing for a change of the basis of representa- 
tion in the National Convention. Mr. Payne 
had amended the resolution since first pre- 
pared. Ags presented it was as follows: 

„Resolved, That the National Committee 
recommend to the convention that here- 
after the basis of representation from the 
several States shall be fixed at four dele- 
gates at large and one additional delegate 
for each 7,000 votes or majority fraction 
thereof, cast in each State for the Repub- 
ican electora] ticket at the last preceding 
election, and that each Territory and the 
District of Columbia be entitled to six dele- 
gates and that the delegates be apportioned 
to the several Congressional districts of 
each State upon the same basis.“ 

Mr. Payne made a speech in support of 
the amendment saying that the States which 
cast Republican votes should have an in- 
creased representation at the nventions, 
and that the representation ht to be 
on the basis of Republican votes 

“It,” he said, “Nevada casts 25,000 Re- 


casts the same number, Nevada should have 
the same representation in Congress that 
Mississippi has, but that cannot be under 
the present system.” 

He declared that the Republicans of the 
North were emphatic in their demand for 
reform in this respect. He hoped that the 
time would come when the Republicans of 
the South would be able to cast an increased 
vote and secure its being counted, but under 
existing circumstances, he thought the pro- 
posed change necessary and hoped the com-

ROBBING BOTH POCKETS. 
‘Two facts were strongly brought out 
by Mr. Dockery in his speech on currency 
contraction during the closing hours of 


‘| Congress. 


One is that the policy of selling bonds 
to maintain a gold reserve works a large 
contraction in the circulating medium. 
In the nearly two years from July 1, 
1894, to June 1, 1896, the increase in the 
borrowed surplus in the Treasury was 
$149,608,773.70.. In that time the actual 
decrease in the volume of money in active 
circulation was $142,476,949. 

The figures almost tally to prove that 
‘the gold standard and policy not only 
taxes the people for principal and inter- 
est of great bond issues, but takes out of 
currency large sums 6f money to be with- 
[drawn for export by speculating gold 

d bond jobders. Reduced to act fig- 
ures, the reductiow in the per capita cir- 
‘culation during that period was from 
$24.33 to $21.35. 

Mr. Dockery’s figures prove another 
important fact. They show how far the 
raids on the gold reserve had been car- 

ried under the Harrison Administration. 
On July 1, 1890, the Treasury surplus was 
$245,612,464.. A year later this had been 
reduced to $153,893,809. Another year, or 
July 1. 1892, found the surplus down to 
$126,692,377. The raid was then in full 
force, and within the six months follow- 
ing, the Harrison Administration was on 
the point of issuing bonds to keep the 
gold reserve at the $100,000,000 mark. 

These figures, official and indisputable, 
show that high tariffa cannot maintain 
gold reserves. The Harrison reserves 
vanished undtr the McKinley law. The 
first Cleveland bond issue was under 
that law, No administration can main- 
tain a gold reserve or a gold standard 
without twice robbing the people of their 
money, once in taxes and once in reduc- 


ing the volume of the circulation, 


THE CITY'S RIGHT.

Will Declare Against Free Silver and 
for the “Present Standard of

NEW YORK, June 15.—The first inkling 
we in the Bast have had as to just what 


the position of William McKinley will prove 


to be at the convention comes from the 
correspondent of the Press at St. Louis, 


and appears in this morning’s edition. He 
states that Temporary Chairman  Fair- 
banks, who makes the opening speech in 
the convention, has submitted his manu- 
script to Mark Hanna, and that the views 
of the candidate on protection, finance and 
other paramount questions are clearly and 
satisfactorily set forth. He says: 

The speech opens with the subject which 
is uppermost in the minds of the people 
who have suffered from the evils caused 
by the operations of the Wilson-Gorman 
bill. The prosperity which existed under 
protection and Republieanism are ably set 
forth and the sudden change to the worse 
by Cleveland’s action is clearly. pictured. 

“Attention is called to the excess of im- 
ports over exports, the * of the 
American industries and the exhaustion of 
the gold reserve, which has made necessary 
an increase in the natjonal debt for the 
first time since the war of the rebellion. 
If all this, it will be asked, occurred under 
a law which did not obtain Mr. Cleveland’ 
signature because it was not sufficient) 
free .tradish, whet would have happened 
had a bill to Mr. Cleveland’s liking been 
enacted? ' 

The relations of the revenue to the cur- 
rency question are developed in a manner 
that will command approval. It is main- 
tained that if disaster was produced by fol- 
lowing Democratic lines of policy, then the 
way to end the wretchedness now prevail- 
ing is to return to Republican methods.”

HOTELS ARE CROWDED. 


St. Louts Is Upholding Her Record for 
Hospitality. 


Persons who said that the overwhelming 
McKinley sentiment would keep visitors 
away from the Republican convention had 
their prophecy punctured Monday by the 
appearance of the hotels. 

It was the busiest day since the advance 
guards began to arrive. The rotunda of 
every hotel was thronged with a pushing, 
noisy mob of delegates, and political on- 
lookers, most of them fresh arrivals and 


filled with anxiety over the chances of se- 
ouring accommodations. 
The arrivals were double those of any oth- 
er day, and twice as demonstrative. 
As those who got in days ago left their 
beds and appeared in the rotundas., there 
seemed no room left for any further addi- 
tions; yet every visitor has been furnished 
accommodations, and others who are com- 
ing will be well taken care of. 

This is an evidence of St. Louis’ hotel fa- 
cilities and general hospitality. 
Last week the crowds were confined to 
the rotundas of one or two hotels. Those 
who had quarters elsewhere, flocked to the 
Southern for news of the National Commit- 
tee proceedings or to the Planters’ for 
inside information from leaders from some 
of the Eastern Statés. Monday there was 
hardly standing room at any of the hotels. 
The clerks began to realize early in the 
day that they were earning their salary. 
What with replying to requests for rooms, 
answering inquiries of every imaginable 
kind and furnishing meal tickets to hungry 
hordes, they had their hands full. 

Can I get a room by myself?“ 
That was the anxious question put more 
often than any other, and always answered 
in the negative. Then the clerks had to 
explain that single rooms had long since 
been contracted for, and that the procras- 
tinator must put up with what he could 
get and be lucky to find himself with but 
two room-mates, and not compelled to sleep 
on a cot. 
At all the hotels save the St. Nicholas, 
cots have already been resorted to. The 
necessity of placing them in the corridors 
has not yet arisen, but if the stream of ar- 
rivals continues, those who have not con- 
tracted in advance for accommodations will 
have to sleep in the halls. 
The crowds at the hotels, in spite of their 
accessions, are more good natured than dur- 
ing last week. All anxiety over contests has 
vanished with the adjournment of the Na- 
tional Committee, and the various delega- 
tions are whooping em up for their candi- 
dates and platforms. 
At the down town hotels alone Monday 
morning, 4,553 persons had been aceommo- 
dated for convention week. The number 
was being increased steadily by ffesh ar- 
rivals. At the uptown hotels, includin 
those in the West End, there were at leas 
2,000 more. The evening arrivals will prob- 
ably double these numbers. 
All rooms contracted for in advance at 
the Planters’ Hotel are now occupied, and 
1,028 guests are being fed and housed. Even 
with this vast army, but fifty cots are 
being used. They are placed in rooms. 
At the Southern Hotel 700 guests have 
registered and 50 more are expected by 
Tuesday evening. s About 100 cots are in 
use or ready for use in rooms. 
At the St. Nicholas all the rooms con- 
tracted for in advance are not yet oc- 
coupled, but there are 200 guests under the 
roof, and cots are in readiness for use as 
soon as the necessity arises, which will 
probably be on Tuesday. 
The Lindell Hotel is accommodating 800 
persons, of whom 200 are sleeping on cots.

WIRE WALKER’S FALL. 


Della Cook’s Pathway Parted and She 
Struck the Earth Hard. 


The fall of a female wire-walker stiRed 
the heart of several thousand people at the 
Fair Grounds Sunday.

It was not on the print- 
ed programme and the sepctators turned 
away in horror when they saw the wire 
part and the woman, who was imperiling

Mme. Della Cook was the victim. Shortly 
after 5 o’clock ‘she appeared in the amphi- 
theater gaudily arrayed for her aerial per- 
formance. She walked jauntily amid the 
plaudits of the crowd to the pole, from the 
top of Which a wire was stretched to the 
roof of the amphitheater. 

She climbed the pole and launched forth 
upon the straight and fearfully narrow 
pathway. In the center she paused and 
started to give an exhibition of her ability. 
She jumped upward and came down with 
her feet apart to do the split.“ The strain 
was too much for the wire and it snapped 


like a rotten cord. 

The woman shot downward thirty-five 
feet, and the sound of her body striking 
the earth horrified the crowd. For a mo- 
ment no one moved. Then William Cook, the 
woman’s husband, ran to her. Others 
crowded around, expecting to see a crushed 
and mangled corpse.

The Great Single Taxer Comes as the 
Working Representative of a 
New York Newspaper. 


Henry George, the great apostle of the 
Single Tax, reached the city this morning. 
He comes as a representative of the New 
York Journal, and when approached by the 
Post-Dispatch reporter for an interview, 
smilingly replied that he was here in the 
position of an interviewer himself and did 
not care to express any opinion on the situ- 
ation. 

He asked numerous questions in regard *o 
the local feeling, the politics and attitude 


of the different newspapers, and if the num- 
ber of visitors so far had come up to expec- 
tations. He would not say who he thought 
would be the nominee or what the platform 
would be, as he said that all he knew was 
what he had seen in the newspapers of the 
East, and he did not think that sufficient 
on which to base an intelligible opinion. 
When asked what the result would be o 
a gold and silver issue, he replied that h 
could honestly say that he was not in a po- 
sition to express himself on even that sub- 
ject, as he had not yet felt the pulse of the 
West, and that one of the principal objects 
of his visit to this city was for that purpose. 
He asked particularly in regard to the Post- 
Dispatch, saying that he had noticed the 
great educational work it was doing, and 
that the first man he would interview in this 
city would be Col. Jones. 

On the subject of the Single Tax he was 
equally reticent. Almost unconsciously he 
stated that that was the only proper method 
of taxation and that the effect of free trade 
would and could never be felt until it was 
adopted. He said that this would be the 
greatest campaign since the election of Lin- 
coln in 1860, as the people had gotten tired 
of fighting for spoils and that the fight 
would now be for principle and that that 
principle, presumably the gold and silver 
issue, was of the greatest importance to the 
successful inception and continuation of 
economic government. 
His great regret was the apathy of the 
masses to inquire into the relative import- 
ance of the different systems now before 
them for adoption, and he ascribed that partly 
to the fact that the great number of aliens 
who formed the working and voting popu- 
lation. came from countries where people 
are raised to be satisfied with little, and 
that the American spirit of progress had 
not yet been inculcated into them sufficient- 
ly to make them attempt a betterment of 
their condition.

NEW YORK, June 15.—This expression of 
opinion is from Chauncey M. Depew to this 
morning’s Herald. He wires from St. 
Louis: 

“After meeting delegates from all over the 
country, some of whom favor middle ground 
on the financial question, but most of whom 
favor a radical declaration in favor of the 
gold standard, I am forced to the conclu-
